until he was apprsed of the facts in the 
newspapers of the city

She 
eays it waa a foioed settlement and that 
a certain church member in whom ehe 
had every confidence BO worried and 
badgered her that at the last ehe signed 
the papers and litigation was stopped 
Now Mre Bishop avers that the said 
church member who advised her and rep 
resented himself as her friend, waa really 
acting BB an agent for her daughter, and 
that she was grievously deceived 
Mrs. 


Bishop asks for the conveyance of the 
land in question to her, and that all of 
the interests be placed as they were 
when the first action was commenced.

continue it at the original price ex- 
cept at a loss 
Moreover, one the three 


original proprietors was dead, another 
was absoi bed in the management of 
another enterprise, and the third was 
indifferent 
The paper was being pub- 


lished at a weekly loss o£ $-(,000 
On- 


det these circumstances Mr Chiids, 
ag-ainst the strong advice of his friends, 
bought the Ledgei for a sum a little 
exceeding the amount of its annual 
loss 


The SucoesB of the Public Lsdffer 
The purchase was completed Decem- 


ber 4, 1884 
A week later the new pro- 


prietor doubled the price of the paper 
and advanced the advertising rates to 
the compensating point 
At first the 


shock 
to the establishment was 


severe 
lioth subscribers and adver- 


tisers fell of but in a few days 
the tide turned 
At the end of a 


month he made a concession which re 
stored the paper to more than its for- 
mer ascendency bv reducing the price 
from two cents a day to ten cents per 
week 
Trifling as this change may 


beem at first it was very important in 
deternining the future of the paper 
The bulk of the population of Philadel- 
phia is composed of highly respectable 
families whose means are limited and 
to whom economy is a thing of con- 
science, necessity and life long habit 
The Ledger not only reached its for- 
mer standard of circulation and adver- 
tising pationage, but went far beyond 
it and became one of the most profitable 
newspapers in the country

Smith cut tbe rope at, 
the transom frame, but there W«B no fall 
of the body because tbe closed door held 
the severed rope in place. Then Pack 
got a chair, and taking oat tlie transom 
he looked into tbe room ucd saw Bahney 
banging against the door, apparently 
cold in death. 
He also saw that tbn key 


of the door was lying on tbe wanhBtand; 
that the lump was not burning; that 
Batmey's over'oat and hut were on tbe 
bed, and that, ths bed not beendiBtnrb-d 
or oocmpied during the night. Mr. Peck 
at tbe suggestion of Mr. Bmitb, cut the 
rope bslow the transom fram , and in- 
stantly the body of tbe srjioid> fell over 
to the right, coming in contact with a 
obair near the door. The head struck 
the floor and wall face downward, and 
the feet were in the air at an angle of 45 
degrees. In this position the body w«a 
left until Coroner Bendnre, Marshal 
Lehman and Officer 
Hewes 
arrived. 


Subsequently the body wae removed to 
Ballard's undertaking rooms, where the 
inquest was held. 


NO MONEY AND NO FB1BNDS. 


Bahney wae a peddler and a tinker 


whose home is believed to have been at 
Akron, Ohio. 
He was well acquainted 


with Dauiel Willis, tbe proprietor of tbe 
Park Hotel, and bad stopped with h>m 
threw yean ago when Willis was in 
charge of the Globe Hotel. On January 
9th he came to the Park Hotel. He was 
turned away oiioe because he could not 
pay for his board, but be bad begged so 
bard for credit that Willie allowed him 
to oome back. Binney sold goods for 
Qntely & Co., 21 LaSille street, Chicago, 
and also represented tbe nursery firm of 
Chase Brothers, Rochester, N. Y. Be 
oeipts among his papers show that he 
had made some good Bales at Clinton, 
Taylorville and Litohfield. O;.e letter 
from Gately & Oo. advised Babney to go 
to Jacksonville. Bahney was a German, 
but b» epoke English Wi-11. He told Mr. 
Willis on Wtdnesday thai hn wife had 
died 1C years ago, and that he had two 
SOEP, bat he did not know where they 
were. He had no friends, be said, to 
help him, and he had to do it-e b-et he 
could for himself. 
Mr. Willie gave him 


some books to sell, bat the sales were 
alow and tbe old man was oat of mo> ey. 
He was behind over a week for board, 
and

went 


through bis porkeie only 14 cents in 
pennies coald bit found. 


Last night Babney engaged in a game 


of cinch in tbe Qotel offije. 
He and his 


partner, Mr. Gray, were victors, but, it 
was noticed by Gray that B«hney was 
indifferent, as to which side won. He 
seemed to be thinking of some hing elee, 
and after a short interval Bahuey left 
the office to go to his room. Tnat was 
tbe last seen of him alive. It is evident 
that tbe old man went straight to his 
room and committed suicide. Tbe body 
was cold au4 stiff, and tbs fact tbat the 
bed was not disturbed, proves tbat the 
sell destruction by strnn<alstion mast 
have taken plaoe last, night. Tha rope 
was a new one of quarter inch 
BIZ%. 
It 


was ii st sec irely tied to the bottom of 
thfi transom frame, then the tight fitting 
door was closed. After adjusting 
the 


slip noose around his neck, it is probable 
tbat Bibaey rued the chair, which he 
kioked from under him, permitting his 
feet to come within a f«w inches of the 
floor. No one heard any noise in tbe 
rootn.

TRAGIC ENDING OP A SOCIAL SCANDAL. 


An Outraged Husband Wreaks Sum- 


mary Vengennce Upon the Debauch- 


er of His Wife-The 
Man- , 


Slayer Taken to Prison. 


CHATTASOOOA, Tenn., Feb. 6,—Q. N. 


Henson, president of the 
Citizens' 


Bank and Trust Co., and also of the 
Rockyvood and Tullahoma bank, shot 
and killed J. B. Wert, a prominent in- 
surance man, aged 50, married and the 
father of six children, in an elevator 
of the Richardson tlock, the largest 
office building in the city, yesterday 
afternoon. Some six months ago Mr. 
T»nson filed a divorce suit against his 
ntfe charging her with adultery and 
naming Mr. Wert as co-respondent. 
The sensation'was aired at length in 
the newspapers, both men publishing 
cards calling each other liars and 
caluminators, etc. 


The case did not go to trial, Mr. 


Henson withdrawing the suit on ac- 
count of his two children. 
Mr. Wert, 


however, was tried by a church coun- 
cil, and by a vote of five to two pro- 
nounced guilty and publicly expeled. 


Yesterday they met in the elevator 


face to faoe, and xvhen between the 
first and ground floor Henson shot 
Wert through the lungs, inflicting in- 
juries resulting in death soon after- 
wards. A second shot struck a young 
lawyer, Lavin Thomas, producing a 
flesh wound. 


The news spread quickly and in a 


short time crowds numbering thou- 
sands blocked the street surrounding 
the building. The whole town is ex- 
cited and the only topic being dis- 
cussed on the streets is the terrible 
tragedy involving two of Chattanooga's 
best-known citizens. 
Medical aid was 


at once summoned, but Mr. Wert was 
beyond human help. 


The murderer was at once taken to 


the fourth floor of the building, where, 
in an attorney's office, he remained 
until removed to jail by the chief of 
police and sheriff. 
At the jail he said 


wl'en he saw Wert get on the elevator 
he intended to get off, but was pre- 
vented by the door being obstructed 
when Mr. Thomas entered. He said 
he thought he detected Wert in the act 
of placing his hands to his pocket and 
fearing bodily harm he pulled his pis- 
tol and fired. An examination of the 
dead man's clothing failed to show 
weapons of any kind; 


The preliminary hearing 
will ba 


held to-day. Public sentiment is di- 
vided, but no attack is expected on the 
jail. Since Henson's suspicions were 
found to be fact he has been almost 
crazed with grief, avoiding meeting- 
his friends and wearing a downcast, de- 
jected look. 
He tendered his resigna- 


tion as president of the bank, but the 
officials refused to accept it ami of- 
fered him a year's leave of absence.

The Chicago Evening Journal takes

Startling Sequel to the Powers 


Tragedy ia Pootia, in. 


There has just been astsrtling denoue- 


ment to tbe sensational oatte at Feoria 
Sttnrday night, when Mrs. John Powers 
killed ber 3-year-old child and then ber- 
sely rather than give her op to ber bus- 
baud. Mrs. Powers had been Boomed o' 
infidelity and a separation bad been 
decided on, bat when tim« for parting 
witb ber child came she preferred death. 
N) one then knew who tbe man in the 
case was, but M't Ppwers testified a,t •.£_. 


nqueefc that he had found a Jnan with 
lie wife and bad driven him ont of the 
house after an exchi-iiae of shots. Later 
t was learned tbat a man without shoes, 
iafe or overcoat, witb bia face and feet 
'raten had been oared for in a saloon that 
night and taken to the depot. From what 
he said it was thought that be was tbe 
man in tb.4 case, and that his name was 
Norman Johnson, a wealthy farmer living 
near Annawan. Powers sent his attor 


ney, F. B. Foster, and the man who bad 
seen Johnson in the saloon to Annawan 
to'identify him. 
Although Johnson's 


feet and face bad been frozen and he had 
a bullet wound ou hie scalp, be denied 
having been concerned in the Powers 
tragedy. Boon after the men left John 
son mp.de a full confession to hia wife 
and tben shot himself three times, put- 
ting two bullets into bis head and one 
into bis body. The wounds have not 
proved fatal, however. 
Mra. Powers-was 


the daughter ot Bev. Mr. Shinn, of An 
nswt D, and be met her while she was vis- 
ing them last summer. He sent for her 
family and confessed that he had bean 
witb ber in Penria and was tbe cause of 
her suicide. 


John Powers was formerly a resident 


of Decatar, and while here is said to 
bave been a gambler.

Tbe 
prevailing winds bave been from tbe 
northwest, and the highest velocity of 
the wind during any February waa 40 
miles per hour ou February 11, 1880.

The Poach Crop Bulnad. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 7.—Reports 


from the peach-growinp section of 
Kentucky and southern Indiana indi- 
cate the loss of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on that crop, by the fickle- 
ness of the winter weather.

early part of January was warm and 
springlike, causing the buds to swell 
so that last week's severe cold snap 
resulted in almost total destruction of 
the prospective crop. One grower in 
Pulaski county, Ky., who sold *20,000 
worth last season, expects scarcely 
enough to pay for gathering the fruit 
this season. 
State Senator Joseph 


McCann, of Trimble county, reports 
that, notwithstanding the annual crop 
of that county is valued at $300,000, 
there will be practically no peaches 
grown there this year. The apple and 
other fruit crops are also damaged to 
a considerable extent, but not so much 
as that of peaches.

GUTHRIE, OUla., Feb. 7.—The body 


of Walter Shaller, of Woodward, has 
been found in the Cheyenne and Arap- 
ahoe reservation, where lie had been 
hunting. He froze to death during the 
recent blizzard. 


Word has just reached here of a fam- 


ily of five, whose name is unknown, 
living in the western part of the strip. 
The mother and two children perished 
and the father and a son were so badly- 
frozen that it is feared they will die. 
They were living in a mere shanty 
with no fuel an hand and lay for some 
days after the storm before being- dis- 
covered.

ment— Boston's Unemployed. 


NEW YOKK, Feb. 7.—Mayor Oilroy 


yesterday received 
from President 


Seth Low and Prof. Bichmond Mayo 
Smith, of Columbia college, the tabu- 
lated results of a census of the unem- 
ployed in the city taken by the police 
under the direction of Prof. Smith. 
The census is taken by police precincts 
and the table shows the number of un- 
employed in each precinct. 


The thirty-three precincts into which 


the city is divided show the number of 
families suffering from iaok of employ- 
ment to be 48,681, consisting of 306,701 
persons. Of these the number usually 
employed is 78,028. The number out of 
work is 67,380, or 52,593 males and 14,- 
688 females. The'census shows that 80 
per cent, of the families whose bread- 
winners are idle are in need of assist- 
ance. This includes about 165,300 per- 
sons who lack the necessaries of life. 


President Seth Low says: "It is clear 


that the city and the citizens are face 
to face with a problem of the first 
magnitude. I cannot imagine a more 
impressive 
argument 
in 
favor of 


prompt action upon the tariff, which 
shall be decisive in one direction or 
the other, in order that the element of 
uncertainty may be removed from the 
pathway of a business revival. Mean- 
while whatever work can be given, 
should be given both by the city and 
by private persons. The strong must 
continue generously U> help the weak. 


Boston's Unemployed.
